day with Britain’s demand on Sinn 
eln Ireland that she accept nom - 
hership in the British empire as a 
dominion. 
T he future of Ireland lay with Hie 
Sinn Fein parliam ent. 
It meets to­ 
morrow. 
It was reported that peace 
term s might be submitted to the Irish 
electorate for acceptance or reje* t- 
ance. 
In England it was believed almost 
unanimously that 
die 
governm ent's 
peace term s were generous, th a t the 
prem ier’s reply to President DeVal- 
era’s demand for expansion of term s 
was favorable, and that it 
left the 
onus of Ireland's fate to die Sinn 
Fein. 
Lloyd George was to motor in from 
his country home where he went Sat­ 
urday just before all the Irish co rres­ 
pondence was made public. 
It was 
believed he would have nothing fur­ 
ther* to offer until the Dell Eireann 
has made its choice—peace or war. 
Tile belief was general here that 
the Welshmen, through publishing tin* 
correspondence between himself and 
DeValera, 
and 
letters 
of 
General 
Sm uts to DeValera, had solidified sup­ 
port in this country. 
Even tile liberal 
element, it was said, had agreed that 
the British offer was as generous as 
might be conceived. 
It was believed that DeValera took 
pains to leave the way open for fur­ 
ther negotiations. 
T here 
was 
little 
doubt that DeValera will refuse to 
break off negotiations, especially since 
British new spapers which have in­ 
clined to the Irish view, are urging 
the folly of doing so.

DeValera Refuses to Accept 


Loudon, Aug. IG—Eam onn 
DeVa­ 
lera, leader of the Irish republicans, 
has refused to accept the proposals ol 
the British governm ent constituting 
a dominion government and having af 
their basis the bringing about of peace 
in Ireland. 
He declares that the con­ 
ditions sought to he imposed consti­ 
tute interference in Irish affairs and 
control which cannot be perm itted. 
On the other hand, Mr. Lloyd George 
has informed Mr. DeValera 
that there 
can be no compromise OD 
Hie ques­ 
tion of the right of Ireland to se ced e!1*1* friendship 
between ireland 
from her allegiance to the 
king. 
He G reat 
Britain, and ended 
with 


foreign state or group of states claim 
to interfere with its exercise in order 
to serve their own ape* ial interests.'' 
The letter added that it was the 
deep conviction of DeValera and his 
colleagues that 
true friendship be­ 
tween Ireland and Great Britain could 
be obtained most 
readily

desire on the part of Great Britain 
for British ascendancy over Ireland 
or the im pairm ent of Ireland s’ na­ 
tional ideals. 
The correspondence between 
P re­ 
m ier Lloyd George and Eam onn De­ 
Valera, Irish republican leader, mad* 
public by the British governm ent S at­ 
urday evening, shows that while there 
is a deadlock on the question of in­ 
dependence for Ireland the negotia­ 
tions still are open. 
Great Britain offered Ireland com­ 
plete autonomy in finance and taxa­ 
tion, m ilitary force for home defense, 
her own police, and 
am ong 
other 
things, control of the 
Irish 
postal 
service. 
In his reply to Mr. Lloyd George, 
Mr. DeValera argued 
for 
independ­ 
ence and offered to submit the Ulster 
questions to arbitration. 
He declared that he and his col­ 
leagues could not, and Ireland would 
not accept the proposals of the B rit­ 
ish governm ent, Irelan d ’s right to 
choose for herself the path she shall 
take to realize her own destiny must 
be accepted as indefeasible. 
“We cannot propose to abrogate or 
Impair it,” said 
DeValera’s’ 
letter. 


In bis final letter, Mr. Lloyd Georg* 
defiled Irelan d ’s right 
to 
secession, 
refused foreign arbitration for Irish 
questions and expressed the hope th a t 
Ireland would accept the British term s 
which he de clared were the hest that 
could be offered.

In fact the farthest point 
that he ever made on the Mayflower 
Is thought to he Norfolk, Va. 
William ll. T aft was not much of 
a yachtsman. 
Ile went to Panama 
aboard a battleship, and to Panama Is 
some voyage. 
On rare occasions Mr. 
T aft used the Mayflower, hut only for 
a few hours at a lime. 
In fact tho 
duties of tho officer* nnd the crow 
of the Mayflower nro largely those 
of landsmen for the yacht stays at 
Its berth In the Potomac river a largo 
part of the time. 
Theodore Roosevelt went to P an ­
